World star 
is born 


Our younger read- 
ers may well ask ‘'Who 
is Ferenc Puskas?” 

Born in_ 1927 in 
Budapest, Puskas was 
destined to become 
one of the world's 
greatest strikers — a 
name which brought 


money and glory 
where ever he played 
fright across Europe. 

‘Briefly, this was 
Ferenc Puskas. 

During the 1942-43 
season at the age of 
16, Puskas burst his 
way into the Hunga- 
rian First Division 
side, Kispest. 

It was the start of a 
footballing career that 
has become immortal- 
ised alongside such 
names of Pele, Bec- 
kenbauer, Cruyff and 
Di Stefano. 

In 1949, Kispest 
changed its name to 
the now-famous 
Honved. 

This orthodox, "‘un- 
orthodox” inside-left 
played for Honved 
from 1943 until the in- 
famous Hungarian Re- 
volution, in which time 
Puskas cracked in 312 
goals for the club with 
his lethal left boot. 

Honved won the 
Hungarian champion- 
ship five times whilst 
Puskas was with the 
club. 

Puskas represented 
Hungary at the of 18, 
and notched up 84. full 
international caps and 
scored 83 goals to be- 
come a soccer legend 
throughout the world. 


England 
destroyed 


In 1952, Puskas cap- 
tained the Hungarian 
Olympic team in Hel- 
sinki and won for his 
country the Olympic 
gold medal. 

England soon felt 
the whip-marks from 
this Hungarian 


marksman when Pus- 
kas played against Bil- 
ly Wright's untouch- 
ables at Wembley on 
November 25, 1953. 
This was a date 
never to be forgotten 
by man, woman or

child born in England. 


The “‘Magical 
Magyars"' (Hunga- 
rians) marched out on- 
to the famous Wemb- 
ley turf and methodi- 
cally destroyed the 
Englishmen to the 
tune of 6-3. 


To this day, England 
captain Wright, who 
had the unenviable 
task of trying to 
shackle Puskas, re- 
lives nightmares. 

The Hungarians 
struck fear throughout 
Europe at the time, 
and England, licking 
her wounds, chal- 
lenged Hungary to a 
return match in 
Budapest in May 1954. 

The Hungarians 
readily obligec six 
months after the 
Wembley wipe-out. 


This time it was a 
bigger defeat for Eng- 
land. Hungary won 7-1 
in Budapest. 


That same year in 
the World Cup Finals 
in Switzerland, Hun- 
gary were favourites 
but were tricked by the 
Germans and lost the 
Final 3-2, despite lead- 
ing 2-0 after only 10 
minutes. 

Hungary's goalscor- 
ers were Puskas and 
Czibor. Puskas did in 
fact score another 
goal only to see it dis- 
allowed for a narrow 
offside decision. 


Off to 
Spain 


In 1956, the Hunga- 
rian Revolution broke 
out, forcing Puskas, 
the prince of strikers, 
to leave his beloved 
country and start 
another career in 
Spain. 

He was immediately 
signed up by crack 
Spanish club Real 
Madrid, where he 
teamed up with 
another lethal goal- 
scorer, Alfredo Di 
Stefano, an Argenti- 
nian. 

These two strikers 
combined to tear op- 
position defences 
apart with their incred- 
ible scoring achieve- 
ments. 

They helped Real 
Madrid to a world re- 
cord by winning the 
European Cup for five 


consecutive years. 

With Real, Puskas 
Played from 1957 until 
1967, in which time the 
club won the Spanish 
championship and the 
European Cup six 
times. 

In those 10 years in 
Spain, Puskas was the 
league's top goal- 
scorer on four occa- 
sions.

In 1960, Real Madrid 
faced the slick Ger- 
man side Eintracht 
Frankfurt in the Euro- 
pean Cup Final in 
Scotland, where no

With the Greeks 
more than holding the 
deadly Dutchmen, an 
argument broke out in 
the dressing room bet- 
ween some Greek pri- 
ma donnas at_half- 
time, robbing Puskas 
of another European 
Cup success. 

Leaving Greece, 
Puskas coached in 
South Arabia (1975), 
with Chile’s Colo Colo 
(1976-77), and back 
to_ Greece to coach 
AEK to win the Greek 
championship in 1977. 

Puskas now earns 
his living from a saus- 


nel leading former 
greats of St George 
Budapest, Abonyi, 
Kovacs, Saghi, Zuc- 
kerman, Schauman, 
Pompor, Bednar, 
Lang, Aranyi, Feher 
and Csardas.

Finally Australian 
soccer has placed its 
promotional activity in 
the hands of media 
men with particular 
experience in the 
sporting field, 

And in Jameson the 
NSL has _ chosen 
someone who knows 
soccer inside-out, 
from his experience as 
a_former Newcastle 
KB United director 
and currently as AUS- 
TRALIAN SOCCER 
WEEKLY'’s Newcastle 
correspondent. 

In recent years the 
game has gone 
nowhere with the ef- 
forts of people who 
have come from a bus- 
iness marketing back- 
ground or from other 
sports. 

However admirable 
their efforts, much of 
their promotional 
work was misdirected 
and rarely aimed at im- 
proving the media 
coverage of soccer. 

That is the job Jar- 
ratt and Jameson have 
been earmarked for in 
the ninth year of the 
National League. 

Their emphasis will 
be on lifting the per- 
sonality aspect of 
football, and in this 
way they will be aim- 
ing at a wide audience. 

It is the “human fac- 
tor’’ that makes a 
sport popular, be- 
cause it cuts across 
all barriers. 


Soccer also has its 
personality players, 
but they are rarely 
promoted outside the 
actual soccer media 
like ASW. To the aver- 
age sports fan, the 
best-known Australian 
soccer player is Craig 
Johnston! 

It is only through the

As we see it, one of 
the tasks

ASW is aware of at 
least two clubs that 
virtually censured 
their coaches for mak- 
ing quite innocuous 
statements to the 
press last season. 

This sort of mentally 
will only hinder Jarratt 
and Jameson's at- 
tempts to boost soc- 
cer's public image.

FOOTBALL is a universal lan- 
guage and understood throughout 
the world wherever a ball is kicked. 


The coaches are our “football interpre- 
ters” on the international scene and no 
matter what their spoken tongue — be it 
English, Hungarian, Arabic, Spanish or 
whatever they can all communicate through 
the “language of football’*. 

However, it now seems that in some places 
some of the coaches have developed a “‘stut- 
ter” and are becoming a bit difficult to 
understand. 

One of the last places this would be 
expected to happen would be West Germany 
~the home of the Cologne Coaching 
Academy, widely regarded as the finest in 
the world. 

The coaching set up in West Germany has 
been questioned by the famous “KICKER” 
magazine. 

So much so that it has warranted an 
eciecetat ia SPIE NEWS” by my old friend 

pp Blatter, the general secretary. 

The editorial ran as follows:- 

“Does the Bundesliga conduct its 
training properly? was the question re- 
cently asked by the leading West Ger. 
man football magazine KICKER, which 
in a series of articles spread over sev. 
eral weeks investigated the training 
activities of this league, still considered 
to be one of the: world’s strongest. 

Some disappointed results of the na- 
tional side and unsatisfactory trends 
Pervading the activities of the Bundesli- 
ga have given rise to serious doubts as 
to the effectiveness of their traditional 
methods, despite the Association’s fir- 
St-class development programme for 
their coaches, 

But it is not only the German FR 
where such doubts exist. 

Football circles on all continents are 
showing concern about the attractive- 
ness of the game. 

This apprehension is underlined by 
the ever-increased struggle to attract 
Spectators, who apart from being con- 
fronted with a steadily-multiplying 
choice of sports events, having a

marked tendency to invest their money 
only in really top events, preferring to 
select the major Proportion of their 
football viewing on television. 

A diagnosis of today’s football can in 
most cases be made rapidly, and for 
most part the experts would come to 
the same conclusions; the technical 
side of football has to be improved, 
more goals must be scored, attractive 
play must be the main objective. 

Spectators are not interested in 
purely defensive battles or tactical sci. 
tmishes. 

What they want is stimulating, attack- 
ing football. 

Recently the only exponents of this 
style of football have been the Brazi- 
lians with their subtle ball artistry, 
which not only has brought them suc. 
cessful results-but has won them 
boundless admiration of football en- 
thusiasts throughout the world. 

Brazil’s football is so captivating that 
even the presence of individual players 
(Zico, Socrates, etc.) in foreign line-ups 
has suffered to fill the stadia. 


The magazine KICKER demands 
coaches in capital letters to “give the 
children footballs to play with again.” 


This advice is neither new nor pro- 
found but it certainly reaches the core 
of the matter and today it should not 
only be a mere utterance but must be 
put into practice. 


The fact is that in many of our associ- 
ations’ top divisions, there are. players 
who, despite their top athletic form, do 
not adequately master the rudiments of 
the game — the elementary technique 
of foot and ball-play. 


The contemporary style, accepted 
for a few years as “combative football” 
is no longer up-to-date since pure athle- 
tic force has obliterated the finer tech 
nical skills from the game, 


Not even technically-skilled players 
such as Franz Beckenbauer and nowa- 
days Michel Platini — both playing in 
the “Brazilian style” — were able to 
halt this development. 


What is supposed to be meant by 
giving the children footballs again? 


Youth coaches should realise that 
endurance training at most junior levels 
has questionable significance. 


They should make it their duty to 


ensure that no excercises are carried 
out without the ball, they should prom- 
ote individualism and not scold spon- 
taneous dribbling. 

The courage to shoot at goal should 
be praised. 


The satisfaction of a successful indi- 
vidual attempt must outweigh the fear 
of the coach’s criticism, 


The young footballer must be allowed 
to become aware that the good techni- 
cian in his team should be able to take 
on more responsibility than the mere 
runner, 


A youth who doesn’t learn this right 
from the outset will never become a 
play-maker. 


These comments should not, how- 
ever, imply that the athletic side of 
training should be completely neg- 
lected. 


What is important is that athletic 
training should be regarded as an end 
product of ball-play. 


Morever, intensified and harder 
training should not always be regarded 
by coaches as their highest objective: 
the correct dosage at the right time 
along with the knowledge of the possi- 
bility to be able to give a team back its 
joy in the game are all just as impor- 
tant

If intensified training, for example 
after a defeat, is used as an alibi for 
those responsible, then the coach dis- 
plays a lack of courage. 

Physical fitness is good but techni- 
que is better. 

This applies just as much to the 
young players as it does to the cele- 
brated professionals.” 

So now you know what some people think 
in Europe. 

I certainly agree that skill and technique 
are vitally important in every player’s make 
up and that youngsters should be given a 
thorough grounding of the A, B, C of the 
game before being expected to play the X, Y, 
Z. 


However, by the same token, I just hope 
and pray that national coach Frank Arok 
does not adopt the “Brazilian style” for the 
coming World Cup play offs. 

The basic fact of the matter is that only 
Brazilians can play the “Brazilian style’’ and 
cheap copies always bring failure, in the 
same way as the Brazilians failed miserably 
in the 1974 series to successfully adopt the 
“European style”. 

What we have to bring the best out of our 
players is the ‘Australian style” — a com- 
ment which no doubt will have the many 
experts from overseas, now residing in this 
great country of ours, scurrying for pen and 
Paper.

TO HURT 
ANKLE 


FORMER Young Socceroo Danny Wright is 
using a new therapy to overcome an ankle 
injury which has kept him on the sidelines 
for nearly 12 months. 


The treatment involves applying an icepack 
to his ankle before training as a temporary 
anaesthetic against the pain he still feels when 
he kicks the ball. 

But specialists have told the talented striker 
that he must hurt the ankle for it to improve. 

According to the doctors considerable scar 
tissue has built up since Wright injured the 
ankle at Perry Park early last year. He has 
been able to run for the past four months but 
not kick. 

But the experts say that once he breaks up 
the scar tissue it could be only a matter of 
weeks before he resumes playing again. In the 
meantime the ice will help deaden the pain. 

The injury, Wright’s first major setback in 
his impressive career, has been a costly one.

You can look at basketball, a supposedly non- 
contact sport, and sometimes those women 

layers are a bit vicious,-too. They're getting 
into cricket and it won't be long before they’re 
bowling bouncers. I'm chauvinistic reany be- 
cause I don't think they should have played 
the game, but, they are playing it, I think they 
need help and I’m prepared to give them help. 
I don’t, personally, think it's unladylike. In 
Taiwan last year I saw a lot of ladies playing it 
and playing it well. 


Q: What are your aims as national team 
coach? 

A: I want to be the best national coach 
there’s been. I want a few games to prove 
points, to select a good team and to have a 
good team. I would also like to see that 
Australia gets on the road with coaches pre- 
pared to put the work in and develop the game 
that I saw in Taiwan because I was amazed 
that the game can be played at such a high 
competitive level. I believe we should go all 
the way, as other countries have done. 
Whether or not we can do it is another thing. 


Q: Are there any problems peculiar to coach- 
ing women? 

A: At first I believed that you've got to get 
women into coaching women because of the 
closeness that’s required between coaches 
and players in the dressing room. It seems a 
bit foreign to sit down across from a woman 
and talk soccer while she’s changing. But 
that’s not a major problem because most of 
them get changed before they come to train- 
ing. On the park there's no need for anything 
to change. I thought at first I'd have to be 
more lenient but that’s not true. Women are 
quite capable of doing the same amount of 
physical work as men. 

Q: How do you compare the ability of men and 
women in soccer? 

A: The strongest men will always beat the 
strongest women but, in the average set-up, 
there’s not a lot of difference. It’s not really of 
much use to compare the men’s sport with the 
women’s. 

Q: How does a girl get to the top? 

A: There’s only one way to the top: dedicate 
yourself to a certain amount of time and force 
yourself to do that amount of time per week to 
put in to attain the technique and the fitness 
that’s necessary. If you've got the motivation, 
you'll get there. There’s no short cut. 

Q: How does Australia rank with some of the 
other countries? 

A: Australia is far behind the eight-ball when 
it comes to matching other countries, both 
physically and psychologically. It's unbeliev- 
able, for example, what the Chinese do. They 
don’t leave a stone unturned. They trained for 
four months before the Taiwan tournament. I 
don’t know whether we can achieve that level 
of organisation.
